The firm is the nation’s top 
steel producer. 
The increase, effective Mon­ 
day , was identical to one an­ 
nounced Wednesday by 
Re­ 
public Steel Corp., the No. .1 pro­ 
ducer. The inoreases, covering 
16 per cent of industry -wide 
shipments, amount to $3 and $4 
a ton on various bar products. 
Steel bars are used in a varie­ 
ty of end products, ranging 
from industrial fasteners to rail­ 
road car axles.

39,034 students over opening day 
last y ear. 
According to Way ne Carle, 
an assistant state superinten­ 
dent (tf schools, the latest an­ 
nual report shows a sharp de­ 
cline in student dropouts. The 
report shows that 57 per cent 
of those students who enrolled 
in the first grade in 1944 grad­ 
uated in 1956, whereas 76 per 
cent of those students enrolling 
in the first grade in 1954 grad­ 
uated in 1966. 
Irmically , the most serious 
problem now is the “dropout” 
teachers who have left Ohio 
classrooms barer than they ’ve 
ever been. A recent survey 
showed that son^ 2,(X)0 teach­ 
ers are still needed for this 
y ear—mainly in the heavy popu­ 
lation centers of northeast and 
southwest Ohio.

Other 
Red harassments dotted the na- 
tiOB, InR the majitf Itod cam­ 
paign to terrorize the voters 
was taking place in tiie political­ 
ly shaky five northern prov­ 
inces. 
Sketchy reports from those 
provinces of the 1st Corps area 
said guerrillas kidnaped at least 
200 pe<H}le in the past few day s, 
including 65 early today . A Viet 
Cong band mtered a hamlet a 
few miles from Da Nang before 
dawn, awakened the villagers 
and herded off most of the men, 
including the village chief.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - 
Taxes went up in Ohio ovte- 
night for the sake of the 
schools. 
Gov. James A. Rhodes signed 
at 12:01 a.m. today the re- 
c ^ ly passed bill tiiat raises 
several state taxes and guaran­ 
tees schools an additional $300.8 
million for the currr nt bien­ 
nium, ending June 30, 1969. 
“This 
legislation 
. . . h 
been lauded by our educators 
in both large and small dis­ 
tricts as the most far-reaching 
improvement in education in 
the h i s t o r y of the state,” 
Rhodes said in signing the bill. 
“This legislation coupled with 
the r^ular appropriatioa will 
earmark for education $1,247,- 
502,536, or almost 53 per cent 
of our entire general fund,” he 
said at the signing ceremony 
attended by about 40 bakers 
of the measure, including legis­ 
lators, educators and Ohio Edu­ 
cation Association officials. 
The most noticeable tax in­ 
creases are a jump from 3 per 
cent to 4 per cent in the state 
sales tax and an Increase from 
5 cents to 7 cents per pack in 
the state tax on cigarettes 
Food-unless eaten In a restau­ 
rant—is still excempt from the 
sales tax, but beer and cigar­ 
ettes 
now off the exteopt 
list. 
Anoth^ bill signed by the gov­ 
ernor was the one permitting 
municipalities and townships to 
levy up to a 3 per cent tax on 
motel and hotel bills. 
TIm corporate franchise tax, 
on the net worth of companies, 
goes from 3 mills to 4 mills. 
Hie extra money fiH* educa­ 
tion will be ^ r e d by all 
levels, from elementary spools 
to colleges. Some $15 mfllion 
will help buy books and oth^ 
items for parochial schools. 
Teachers’ salaries in publk 
schools will go up at least $^ 
a y ear. 
Rhodes singled out Sen. Oli­ 
ver Ocasek of Northfirid for 
special praise at the bill-sign­ 
ing cerenKiny . He said Ocas^:, 
a strong backer and one of the 
few Democrats to vote for tiie 
bill, “rose above partisanship.”

then fled. The Navy boat did not 
return the fire, authorities said. 
North of Saigcii, guerrillas 
blew up several small bridges 
on one of the larger roads about 
20 miles above the city. U.S. en- 
gineer.s immediately started re­ 
pairs and hoped to have traffic 
restored before Sunday. 
Saigon police reported four 
terrorist strikes in the capital in 
the past 24 hours. One Red 
agent was shot and killed by a 
policeman he ha(i just wounded 
with a pistol shot. Two Viet­ 
namese were wounded by gre­ 
nades. 
The terrorism did not hinder 
election preparations in Saigon. 
Thousands turned out fw a rally 
in the middle of the city at 
which the presidential candi­ 
dates made their la-^t joint ap­ 
pearance. 
The three planes lost over 
Nortii Vietnam T h u r s d a y 
brought to 669 the total of Amer­ 
ican combat planes officially re­ 
ported lost in the air war 
against the G> mmunist North 
that began nearly 32 months 
ago. 
All three were U.S. Navy Sky- 
hawk bombers, and the U.S. 
Command said the three fliers 
were missing. North Vietnam 
claimed eight Ameiican planes 
and a rescire helicq)ter were 
shot down and “a number” of 
U.S. pilots were captured. 
U.S. spokesmen said 140 mis­ 
sions were flown Thursday and 
the raids penetrated deep into 
the heavily defended Hanoi- 
Haiphong complez. A missile 
site (Mily three miles from Hai­ 
phong was reported heavily 
damaged, while other missions 
hit bridges, rail lines, truck con­ 
voys and storage d^)ots. 
U.S. Command said two at­ 
tacks on rad yards 15 miles 
no^west of Haiphong and 15 
miles south of Hanoi were par­ 
ticularly rewarding. Air Force 
pilots also r^x> rted destroying a 
bridge connecting Hanoi with 
the industrial complex of TTiai 
Nguyen about 40 miles above 
the capital. 
The intensified strikes on the 
Hanoi-Haiphong area have been 
exceptionally costly in fliers. 
Since Aug. 21, when the ^ i p 
upturn in plane losses began, 28 
pilots have been lost and only 
four picked up by helicopter res­ 
cues. 
Despite these losses, the men 
directing the air war say it is in­ 
flating heavier damage on the 
North Vietnamese supply sys­ 
tem. With only about two more 
months of good weather rrniain-

changes, American airmen are 
determined to keep up the pres­ 
sure.

LONDON — The b lunt words came quietly, 
b ut quite firmly, from one of Britain’s highest 
lead« ‘s as we sat in one of the House of Com­ 
mons' b ook-lined offices: 
“The Lab or government b e­ 
lieves that all men are equal 
b ut no one is more equal than 
ethers simply b ecause he is 
b lack, b oisterous and inciting 
to riot. We won’t have it.” 
Our conversatkm b ad cen­ 
tered around England’s own 
Stokely Carmichael—a chap 
known variously as Michael 
X, Michael DeFreitas, and 
Michael Ab dul Malkik. He i.s 
the violence-peddling. 34-year-old, b lack- 
b earded, .self-styled Muslin “leader,” the power 
in the “Racial Adjustment Action Society. ” 
Michael X, an ex-seaman b orn in Trinidad, 
epeadking with relish and gore of having mur- 
<fored a white man, stood in for Carmichael in 
an upland city when Lab orite Home SeCTetary 
Roy Jenkins ordered the “American” out of 
Britain permanently for attempting to whip up 
riots. 
It is, of course conaequential to note that 
StMcely CartmChael’s associate here is a silk- 
ahhlied, chauffeur-driven, former raekate« ' who 
admits to havii^ run b rothels, strong-armed the 
poor, set Alatian dogs on them, and sdept b ett^ 
after his first murder. More on tMs in a mom­ 
ent to riiow the kind of aseodate Stokely selects 
to speak for Britain’s one million colored peo­ 
ple (which, of course, he doesn’t). 
What is more inunediate and vital to us 
Americans is the British Lab or government’s at- 
titude toward those who would enflame the 
eokired population of such “ghetto” cities as 
Manchester, Birmingham and Liverpool. Re­ 
memb er, this is a government of Socialists, 
left-wing and moderate, as well as of lab or 
leaders. Every lab orite memb er of Parliament 
must b e a memb er of a trade union. 
So, no one can call it fascist or extremist. 


BUT THIS LABOR government sees no incon­ 
sistency in deporting aliens or indicting Britons 
who want to send hoodlums rioting and b urning 
into the streets of their cities. 
The H(Mme Secretary, R(^ Jenkins, is a veter­ 
an lab orite. His ministry oversees Scotland 
Yard. Its special b ranch'does not surrepiti- 
tiously dispatch detectives to stake out in se­ 
cret meetings called b y auch as Michael X. The 
police simply stand there with their noteb ooks, 
gettiiHl the quotes, making certain of witnesses. 
Then they dispatch their reports to Mr. Jen­ 
kins. 
He has the authority to deport the incendi- 
arlec such as Carmichael and Michael X. De- 
Freitas. It is not considered inconsistent with 
the Lab or Party’s democratic precepts to send 
“the chap packing.” In the U.S., this would b e 
almost impossib le. The cowts would drag the 
affair out for years wMle cities b urned. 
The Lab orites, feeling no sense of psvchologl- 
cal insecurity, do not listen idly to talk of the 
killing of “wMte monkeys * spouted b v the so- 
oallod Muatima. They are developing* the rec­ 
ord on such as Michael DeFrwtas when he 
dnnits outside a nnivtfsity like the I>mdon 
School of Ecmomlcs that “violence has b een 
perpetrated against us and we shall have to 
uae the same methods.” 
The Lab or government did not long tolerate 
Michael X s advocacy of “kilHng” white men. 
This sort of talk of b lood letting, now so prev­ 
alent in the U.S., is a violation of the Race Re­ 
lations Act wMch cuts two ways. It will punish 
the cofored as well as whke violators. Under 
tills law all are equal. 
It took the Queen’s C(nmse1. the Rt. Hon. Sir 
Dingle Soot, and the police authorities exactly 
three weeks to b rii^ in an imfictment against 
the Muslim’s Michael X after he sub stitutwl for 
Stokely Carmichael at a pub lic meeting in 
Reading. The British racist was diarged with 
“intent to stir up hatred against a section of 
the puMic in Great Britain distmguished in cM- 
w. ” 


He was accused of using words likely to stir 
up hatoed against that section “on the grounds 
of color.” 
The gaily b edecked, purple-shirted. gold- 
tpangled Muslim ktughed it off—b ut he faces a 
sentence of two years in prism and a 82,800 
fine. Not severe, b ut enough to teach him a 
foaaon. 


NOR ARE THIS government and its various 
commissions hesitant to Isunch “inquiries” b e­ 
fore riots stir up b loody storms. One conference 
here called b y the National Committee For 
Commonwealth Immigrants actually heard te.s- 
timony from American lab or officials. This gov­ 
ernment is not frightened of listening to anyone 
whc can help, regardless of their origin. 
Since riots and civil strife are everyb ody’s 
concern, the Confederatim of British Industries 
dispatched a prestigiaus delegation of its top 
leaders to a racial integration conference with 
an equally not^ lab or group at the Trades Un­ 
ion Congress headquarters last June. Thus the 
British counterparts of the U.S. National Assn. 
of Manufacturers and the Chamb er of Com­ 
merce discussed the common prob lem with the 
counterpart of the AFL-CIO.

They know of 
his strong-arm work for a notorious slumlord 
called “Rachman” for whom Mike DeFreitas 
collected exhorMtant rente or frightened off 
poor families so their empty apartments could 
b e leased at rentals b eyond the rent-freeze lim­ 
its. DeFreitas would smash gas meters, slash 
the electric power supply, sic dogs on the 
apartments of tiie poor, virtually ail of them 
colored people. 
He will not escape tMs record of violenct 
and exploitation of his own people. He will not 
b e permitted to unleash riots The people here, 
white and b lack, khow it 
Americans should know it too. They should 
know tiiat Ms DeFrietas says he has b een to 
Moscow and Cub a. They should know what man­ 
ner of man is chosen b y the Stokely Carmich­ 
aels.

What can a people do who don’t want to go 
to war and yet wish to express their disapprov­ 
al of the unfriendly acts of a foreign govern­

For many years the severance of diplomatic 
relatioiM has b een a twychological way of ex­ 
pressing the disappointment of a nation offend­ 
ed b y the action of another government. Today, 
however, this is proving Inadequate, and specu­ 
lation is arising as to what other measures 
might b e effectively utilized. Though circum­ 
stances differ, there are three conspicous ex­ 
amples currently in the headlines in wMch gov­ 
ernments in Europe and Asia have provoked 
resentment among peoples of other counhries. 
First, there Is the case of the attack on the 
British Emb assy in Peiping b y Chinese “Red 
Guards.” Despite this disgraceful performance 
and the injury to the families of the British 
diplomats in the b uilding at the time. Red Chi­ 
na has offered no pub lic apology, and there are 
no signs that the incident is even r^etted. 


THE LONDON Daily Telegraph says editorial­ 
ly that Great Britain has b een r^arkaM y pa­ 
tient In similar incidents b ut mu^ now seriously 
consider whether the closing of the emhassv in 
Peiping and the expulsion of Chinese dip1om'» ts 
from London would b e the proper policy to fol­ 
low The editorial continues: 
“There are strong reason.s for using it (the 
severance of diplomatic relations) against Chi­ 
na unless full apology, compensation and guar­ 
antees for the future are promptiv ’•eceived ~ 
which at present seem ab out as likely as that 
CTiairman Mao will swim the English Channel. 
“Formal relations with odious political re­

LONDON — The blunt words came quietly, 
but quite firmly, from one of Britain’s highest 
leaders as we sat in one of the House of Com­ 
m ons’ book-lined offices: 
“The Labor government be­ 
lieves that all men are equal 
but no one is more equal than 
ethers simply because he is 
black, boisterous and inciting 
to riot. We won’t have it.” 
Our conversation had cen­ 


tered around England's own 
Stokely 
Carmichael—a

violence-peddling. 
3 4 - y e a r - o ld , 
black- 
bearded, self-styled Muslin “leader,” the power 


in the “ Racial Adjustment Action Society.” 
Michael X, an ex seaman born in Trinidad, 
epeadking with relish and gore of having mur­ 
dered a white man, stood in for Carmichael in 
an upland city when Laborite Home Secretary 
Roy Jenkins ordered the “American” out of 
Britain permanently for attempting to whip up 
riots. 
It is, of course consequential to note that 
Stokely Carmichael’s associate here is a silk- 
shirted. chauffeur-driven. former racketeer who 
admits to having run brothels, strong-armed the 
poor, set Alatian dogs on them, and slept better 
after his first murder. More on this in a mom­ 
ent to show the kind of associate Stokely selects 
to speak for Britain’s one million colored peo­ 
ple (which, of course, he doesn’t). 
What is more immediate and vital to us 
Americans is the British Labor government's at­ 
titude toward those who would enflame the 
colored population of such “ghetto” cities as 
Manchester.

One conference 
bere called by the National Committee For 
Commonwealth Immigrants actually heard tes­ 
timony from American labor officials This gov­ 
ernment is not frightened of listening to anyone 
whc can help, regardless of their origin. 
Since riots and civil strife are everybody’s 
concern, the Confederation of British Industries 
dispatched a prestigious delegation of its top 


leaders to a racial integration conference with 
an equally noted labor group at the Trades Un­ 
ion Congress ’naadquarters last J*.ne Thus the 
British counterparts of the U.S. National Assn. 
of Manufacturers and the Chamber of Com­ 


merce discussed the common problem with the 
counterpart of the AFL-CfO. 
But the Laborite Government is not waiting 
for commission or conference reports which 


will take eight to ten months Nor is it piling 
up archives on which will rest the dust of royal 
tradition. 
If a man has a racket record, the govern­ 
ment is not bullied by his militant racial out­ 
cries Thus in the case of Stokley Carmichael’s

Thev know on what streets

apartments of the poor, virtually all of them 
colored people 
He will not escape this record of v io le n t 
and exploitation of his own people He will not 
be permitted to unleash riots The people here, 
white and black, know it 
Americans should know it too They should 
know that his DeFrietas says he has been to 
Moscow and Cuba They should know what man­ 
ner of man is chosen bv the Stokely Carmich­ 
aels. They should know that there is a govern­ 
ment which does not believe it is indecent tp 
crack down on the social racketeers before the 
hoodlums destroy society bit by bit.

What can a people do who don’t want to go 
to war and yet wish to express their disapprov­ 
al of the unfriendly acts of a foreign govern­ 
ment’ 
For many years the severance of diplomatic 
relations has been a psychological way of ex­ 


pressing the disappointment of a nation offend­ 
ed by the action of another government. Today, 
however, this is proving Inadequate, and specu­ 
lation Is arising as to what other measures 
might be effectively utilized. Though circum­ 
stances differ, there are three conspicous ex­ 
amples currently in the headlines in which gov­ 
ernments in Europe and Asia have provoked 
resentment among peoples of other countries. 
First, there Is the case of the attack on the 
British Embassy in Peiping bv Chinese “ Red 
Guards ” Despite this disgraceful performance 
and the injury to the families of the British 
diplomats in the building at the time. Red Chi­ 
na has offered no public apology, and there are 
no signs that the incident is even regretted 


THE LONDON Daily Telegraph says editorial­ 
ly that Great Britain has been remarkably pa­ 
tient in similar incidents but must now seriously 


consider whether the closing of the embassy in 
Peiping and the expulsion of Chinese diplom as 
from I ondon would bn the proper policy to fol­ 
low The editorial continues: 
“There are strong reasons for using it (the 
severance of diplomatic relations) against Chi 
na unless full apology, compensation and guar­ 
antees for the future are promptly received — 
which at present seem about as likely as that 
Chairman Mao will su-im the English Channel. 
“Formal relations with odious political re­ 
gimes for the sake of expediency — so long as 
the rules of civilized behavior are observed — 


are one thing Submission to deliberate insult, 
injury and danger to life and to property, is 
another. . . . 
‘Unless China shows quickly and convincingly 
that she will from now on conform to accepted 
diplomatic practice, the hest thing is to ex­ 
change diplomats and nationals in the two 
countries and leave her in quarantine.” 
A second example of the indiscreet behavior 
of ? foreign government is the case of General 
De Gaulle who. as a guest of Canada, deliber­ 
ately violated the hosoitality of that country bv 
publicly e n d o r s i n g a 
movement 
among 
French-speaking Canadians for a “ Free Que­ 
bec." The Canadian government thus far has 
not reacted as angrily as it might, for there is 
a belief that the French president does not re­ 
flect the mapority opinion of the people of 
France. 
Something of the same feeling prevails in the 
United States, where General De Gaulle s hos­ 
tility to NATO and American participation In 
plans for the defense of Europe has produced 
an unfavorable attitude toward the French gov­ 
ernment 
No diplomatic break has been sug­ 
gested, but it is significant that many Ameri­ 
cans have refrained from including France en 
their visits to Europe. 


A THIRD EXAMPLE is the failure (rf th* 
government of Czechoslovakia to punish tlvwp 
who were responsible for the death of Charles 
Jordan, an American who. with his family, was 


visiting Prague There have been in the State 
Department and in Congress many efforts to 


improve relations with Czechoslovakia and oth­ 
er countries in the Communist Bloc of Eastern 


Europe Suggestions have been made for exten­ 
sive cultural exchanges and more visits be­ 
tween citizens. The latest episode, however, can 
prove discouraging to such attempts. 
The idea of a “quarantine” mentioned bv the 
I/axion Daily Telegraph is not new. President 


Franklin D 
Roosevelt made a famous speech 
on Oct. 5, 1937, calling for an international 
quarantine 
of aggressors. The world was re­ 
luctant at that time to apply even such a mild 
remedy, though the speech undoubtedly encour­ 
aged a widespread U.S. boycott against goods 
from Japan. 
The theory behind a “quarantine”, is that pen 
pies have an opportunity to express their disap­ 
proval of a government abroad bv refusing to 


buy the products on which its economy de 
pends, and by declining to travel within its bor­ 
ders.

PITTSBURGH (AP) - Double 
trouble greeted Gov. Shafer in 
Pittsburgh Thursday.

“I think ifs terrible.” said 
Mrs. Phyllis Kemick of Penn 
Hills. “I think it’s a slap in the 
face to the people who voted for 
him on the basis that he w'ould 
bring about reform in the pre­ 
sent milk mess in Pennsylva­ 
nia.” 
Said Mrs. Ruth S. Boney of 
Rt. 2. Tarentum: 
“If they can sell milk in Ohio 
for what they do, they can do 
it in Pennsylvania, too. The gov- 
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emor made the promise he was 
going to do something about it- 
that was part of his campaign.” 
Shafer told a news conference 
he was unaware the women 
were outside He made no other 
comment.

?»lansfield has privately passed 
the word to President Johnson 
to order lobbyists for govern­ 
ment agencies to “keep their 
distance” from the Senate. 
Mansfield is understood to 
have acted after Intense lob­ 
bying efforts by officials of the 
Pentagon and the Agency for In­ 
ternational Development were 
blamed for losing—rather than 
gaining—votes in a critical bat­ 
tle over foreign aid. 
Mansfield said in an interview 
he asked Mike Manatos, the 
chief White House liaison man 
with the Senate, to advise the 
President that Mansfield "didn’t 
want people from the agencies 
to lobby here in other words, J 
to keep their distance.”
